REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Although the references teach a composite oxide, these references do not teach 
a method of preparing a solution containing a ceria sol and a sol of at least either one of 
alumina and silica wherein the isoelectric point of the ceria sol differs more than 3.5 
from that of said at least one of alumina and silica sol. 

JP20031 17393 published 4/22/2003 teaches a multiple oxide which is formed in 
the surface of a catalyst particle and chosen from aluminum, Zr and Ce. Although 
various porosity oxides, such as AI203, Zr02, Ce02, Ti02, and 
Si02, can be used as a nuclide which consists of a porosity oxide, it is desirable to 
consider it as the nuclide which consists of Ce02-Zr02 compound oxide particles, or 
the nuclide which consists of aluminum203-CeO2-ZrO2 compound oxide particles. 

Although it is possible to make a AI03-Ce composite oxide, this reference does 
not teach preparing a solution wherein the isoelectric point of the ceria sol differs more 
than 3.5 from that of said at least one of alumina and silica sol. 

Kuno (20050059547) teaches a zirconium-cerium a cerium-zirconium composite 
metal oxide characterized in that the total mole number of Ce and Zr is at least 85% 
based on the total mole number of metal in the composite metal oxide, a molar ratio 
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Ce/Zr is within a range from 1/9 to 9/1 , and an isoelectric point of the composite metal 
oxide is more than 3.5. 

But, Kuno does not teach preparing a solution containing a ceria sol and a sol of 
at least either one of alumina and silica. 

Kuno (20040087440, EP1516855) teaches preparing a solution comprising 
zirconia sol and ceria sol, adjusting the pH of the solution within .+-.0.5 on the basis of 
the isoelectric point of zirconia. 

But, Kuno does not teach preparing a solution containing a ceria sol and a sol of 
at least either one of alumina and silica.
